Leeat Paorssstons Act.—This Bill, now 
before the Legislatare, provides, among other 
thiogs, that attorneys and solicitors, having 
practiced in the Supreme Coart of the Pro- 
vince for two years, shall be called to the 
bar by the Court on passing examination. 
Barrieters shall be aliowed co practice as at- 
toroeys and solicitors. A fee of $100 shall 
be paid on admission, to be appropriated 
towards a law library for the ase of the bar- 
risters, and to be attached to the Supreme 
Court. A further fee of $10 per annum 
shall be paid by each towards the support of 
the library. The library shall be vested in 
trustees; be regu'ated by three barristers, 
chosen annually, |The Court shall have the 
usual control over the burristers ; the Regis- 
trar shall keep a roll, to which each member 
of the bar shall sabscribe bis name as evidence 
of status. That barristers from other Courts 
countries or Provinées, duly admitted to the 
bar of British Columbia, under the atoressid 
Act, ‘‘The Legal Professions Act. 1863," 
shall be entitled to the use and privileges of 
the said library, on subscribing to the roll 
aforesaid, and becoming members of th bar 
of British Columbia and the terms and con- 
ditions and the payment of the fees in these 
rules prescribed, otherwise not.

Since our chief productive industry is the 
growiag of wheat for export, the question of 
a foreign market is one of the greatest and 
most importast consequence to our people. 
On the abundance or.scarcity of the European 
crop our own prices | ly depended, and eo 
it is that if the crop in Europe falls below 
average we may acticipate good prices 
Oregon. grain. Reeent information makes it 
almost certain that the Eaglish crop for this 
year will foll below. that of last, which also 
wasa@poorcrop. Weather. bas bees so wet 
and cold as to preveat the usual seeding, and 
the newspapers anticipate a much diminished 
production atthe next barvest. From the 
London Times of recent date this paragraph is 
extracted. 


. Jadging from present appearances the area 
under wheatin 1873 will prove one of the 
shortest on record, and this. following the 
most inferior crop which has been harvested 
for many years, must awaken serious appre- 
bensigns on the part of consumers as well as 
producers.. Perhaps higher range of prices 
than thoge of the present would, by increas- 
ing the already liberal foreign supply, even- 
tually prove the best policy. sign 


© ber English papers corroborate these 
Statements, A wri'er iafthe Mark Lane Ez- 
press, @ paper which is considered au anthor- 
ity on grain and the grain trade, says: 

From persocal .observation in various-dis- 
tricts I have come to the conclusion that only 
about one-balf-of the wheat istended tovhage 
been sewn bas been got in, aad thatin 
worst possible condition, as may be seen by 
the inumgierable horse tracks left in almost 
every field, and now standing full of water to 
the brim. : 

A letter to the Londow Corn Trade List 
giving @ reviecy of the present. condition and 
prospect, adds further testimony to the same 
effect: 

. Ilo reviewing tbe prospect for another year 
T must I never saw a worse. The land 
is saturnted to such a degree that*the greater 
psrt of the fertilizing qualities are washed out 
of it, and on the stiff clay the wheat sown ig, 
with tew exceptions, never likely to come to a 
crop, tha seed baving burst with wet and there- 
fore become rotton. Whatittle bas come 
out has been eaten off by slags, so that land 
must be sown over again, either with spring 
wheat or something else; moreover, there is 
not more than a third of the wheat sown: The 
prospects for Spring seeding are also bad, the 
fajlows being very foul. + 

To these statements the following is added 
by the San Fraucisco Bulletin. — . 

It was before reported that the wheat crops 
in Russie and Hungary were short at the late 
harvest, and this is now confirmed. It is es- 
timeted that the exports from Northern Rus- 
sia will be decréased one-half during the com- 
ing s¢ason, on the reopening of the Baltic 
ports after the usual winter bluckade. So 
short, also was the crop in the graia-growing 
districts of Hungary that the customary ex- 
ports to Germany and Switzerland have ceas- 
ed. Itely is also suffering froma deficiency 
in the grain supply, and is importing largely. 
It will be remembered that the tempests aad 
flooding 10 Europe during November and De- 
sember were net confia o Englend, but 
exteogéd throughout the b Isles, and 
also to Germany, France, ae It is 
there’ But improbable that the grain sown 
in iituese countries visited by the floodidgs 
referred to bave suffered as in England.
